Mr. Yeager advised that 
in keeping with our prior conversation and this finding, he would discuss 
with the Chairman the possibility of withdrawing the letter forwarded to 
the Agency. This would avoid any future inference that might arise from 
the Agency's informal response, that the Agency had failed to provide 
the requested review set forth in the Chairman's letter of October 18. 

Mr. Yeager further suggested that I hold the document and letter received 
from the Chairman until he has discussed the matter with him. He will 
then call me.
